While sitting in the room this morn-

TEACHING 


DOCTRINE 





S. W. Latimer, General Overseer 


“But speak thou the things which 
become sound doctrine.” Titus 2:1. The 
idea is becoming more and more pre 
valent among members of the churech- 
es, especially Church of God people, 
that we should avoid teaching doc- 
trine in order to keep from offending 
and bringing contentions. It is urged 
that there is nothing to this _hair- 
splitting theology. Contentment and 
harmony, they say, is what we want. 
I will admit that this is true but we 
are also to stick to the doctrines of 
the Bible. Of course we are to em- 
phasize the practical things of life. 
Some say that it makes no difference, 
just so we live good lives and our 
messages, as ministers, from time to 
time please the people. Some have 
said it makes no difference what you 
believe just so you live right. We need 
not wonder at this when» we are in- 
formed by the Apostle Paul that in the 
last days sound doctrine will not be 
endured, 2 Tim. 4:3, 4, “For the time 
will come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine; but after their own 
lusts shall they heap to themselves 
teachers, having itching ears; and 
they shall turn away their ears from 
the truth, and shall be turned unto 
fables.” The ears of the nations shall 
be turned unto fables. 


In a recent visit I found that many 
of the large holiness movements are 
giving away to those having itching 
ears, lowering the standard of holi- 
ness, compromising with the world 
for support. While some of them have 
thousands of dollars, they are lacking 
in spiritual love and power. The whole 
tenor of the Scriptures is emphatical- 
ly opposed to such and we stand, with- 
out any reserve whatsoever, for the 
Scriptures and truth. 

We admit that the way we live is 
important but we insist that all true, 
Christian living has its foundation in 
Christian doctrine. What we believe 
moulds Christian experience and 
forms Christian character and it is 
out of this that true Christian living 
issues. True and sound Christian doc- 
trine needs to be known and taught if 
souls are to be saved from sin and its 
awful, fatal consequences and to he 
established in the ways of the Lord, 
the ways of Christian living and 
righteousness. 

Let us see what the Scriptures 
themselves teach respecting the knowl- 
edge and teaching of Christian doc- 
trine as it will enable us to get our 
bearings in the matter. Our Lord Je 
sus Christ taught doctrine—‘And it 
came to pass, when Jesus had ended 
these sayings, the people were aston- 
ished at his doctrine.” Matt. 7:28; 
“And they were astonished at his doc- 
trine: for he taught them as one that 
had authority, and not as the scribes. 
And there was in their synagogue a 
man with an unclean spirit; and he 
cried out, Saying, Let us alone; what 
have we to do with thee, thou Jesus 
of Nazareth? Art thou come to de- 
stroy us? I know thee who thou art, 
the Holy One of God. And Jesus re 
buked him, saying, Hold thy peace, 
and come out of him. And when the 
unclean spirit had torn him, and 
cried with a loud voice, he came out 
of him. And they were all amazed, !n- 
somuch that they questioned among 
themselves, saying, What thing is 
this? what new doctrine is this? for 
with authority commandeth he even 
the unclean spirits, and they do obey 
him.” Mark 1:22-27. The apostles of 
our Lord set forth and taught doc- 
trine—“Saying, Did not we straitly 
command you that ye should not 
teach in this name? and, behold, ye 
have filled Jerusalem with your doc- 
trine, and intend to bring this man’s 
blood upon us,” Acts 5:28; “But thou 
hast fully known my doctrine, manner 
of life, purpose, faith, longsuffering, 
charity, patience.” 2 Tim. 3:10. The 
early believers obeyed from the heart 
that form of doctrine delivered unto 
them, and were thereby made free 





from sin—“Know ye not, that to whom 
ye yield yourselves servants to obey, 
his servants ye are to whom ye obey; 
whether of sin unto death, or of obedi- 
ence unto righteousness? Being then 
made free from sin, ye become the 
servants of righteousness.” Rom. 6:16, 
18. Compare 1 Thess. 2:13, “And you, 
being dead in your sins and the uncir- 
cumcision of your flesh, hath he 
quickened together with him, having 
forgiven you all trespasses,” and 1 Pet. 
1:23, “Being born again, not of cor- 
ruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the word of God which liveth and abid- 
eth for ever.” Ministers are especially 
commanded to give heed to doctrine. 
—‘‘As I besought thee to abide still 
at Ephesus, when I went into Mace- 
denia, that thou mightest charge some 
that they teach no other doctrine,” 1 
Tim. 1:3; “If thou put the brethren 
in remembrance of these things, thou | 
shalt be a good minister of Jesus 
Christ, nourished up in the words of | 
faith and of good doctrine, whereunto} 
thou hast attained. Till I come, give} 
attendance to reading, to exhortations, | 
to doctrine,” 1 Tim. 4:6, 13; “Holding | 
fast the faithful word as he hath been | 
taught, that he may be able by sound | 
doctrine both to exhort and to con-! 
vince the gainsayers,” Titus 1:9: “But 
speak thou the things which become | 
sound doctrine,” Titus 2:1. Any one | 
who opposes scriptural doctrine is | 
proud, ignorant and without God.—, 
“If any man teach otherwise, and con-! 
sent not to wholesome words, even the | 
words of our Lord Jesus Christ, and! 
to the doctrine which is according to 
godliness; he is proud, knowing noth- 
ing, but doting about questions and 
strifes of words, whereof cometh envy, | 
strife, railings, evil surmisings,” 1| 
Tim. 6:3, 4; “Whosoever transgress- | 
eth, and abideth not in the doctrine of | 
Christ, hath not God. He that abideth | 
in the doctrine of Christ, he hath both 
the Father and the Son,” 2 John 1:9. | 

From a foregoing, living fact teach-| 
ing concerning doctrine holds a large | 
and important place both in the Chris- | 
tian life and the ministry. It was a 
sad day when the church drifted away 
from teaching doctrine and we are 
now reaping the harvest of that drift. ;

Have You Begun The 
Good Work 


We find in Mark 14:6 that Jesus 
said, “Let her alone, why trouble ye 
her?” Verse 8, “She hath done what 
she could.” Jesus spoke this concern- 
ing the woman who anointed His 
head with the precious ointment. 
Some had murmured against her. We 
find from reading the Word that wo- 
men have been great workers both 
spiritually and materially. She was 
last at the cross, Mark 15:47; first at 
the tomb, John 20:1; first to pro- 
claim the resurrection, Mark 28:8; 
first preacher to the Jews, Luke 2:37, 
38; attended the first prayer meeting, 
Acts 1:14; first to greet Christian 
missionaries (Paul and Silas) in Eu- 
rope, Acts 16:13; first European con- 
vert, Acts 16:14. We will mention 
some of the notable women: Mirlan 
the ambitious woman, Num. 12:2; De- 
borah the patriotic woman, Judges 
4:4; Heather the self-sacrificing wo- 
man, Esther 4:16; Doreas the benev- 
olent seamstress, Acts 9:36; Lydia 
the buisness woman, Acts 16:14, 15. 
There are lots of women today who 
are making great sacrifices, working 
and doing their best, and others 
would if they only knew what to do 
and how. Most all women are willing 
and have a mind to work. All they 
need is some one to make the start. 

God has been impressing me with 
this work a long time. About three 
years ago, after much prayer and 
meditation, I organized the sisters of 
the church where we were pastoring: 
(Electra, Tex.) We had about thirty 
members and named the organization: 
“Willing Workers.” Now if you. will 
read Exod. 35:21-35, you will see 
where we get our name and why. 
Verse 21 says, “And they came, every 
one whose heart stirred him up, and’ 
every one whom his spirit made will- 
ing.” And James tells us, “Faith with- 
out works is dead.” We met together 
once a week, read the Word, and pray- 
ed, remembering the requests of the 
sick and needy. God blessed in many 
ways. We would get our work outlined’ 
for the week. Some would have new 
suggestions of different things we: 
could do, such as making quilts, caps, 
bonnets, and flowers. Most every one 
seemed to be enthused and we worked 
in the day and part of the night. In a 
short time we raised three hundred’ 
dollars. This enabled us to purchase 
a piano, two stoves for the church, 
canvas and paper a four room parson: 
age, paint the interior woodwork, pay’ 
for some furniture and help the breth- 
ren with some debts. God saw our 
work and heard our prayers and gave 
us one of the greatest revivals I ever: 
witnessed. We didn’t have to send for 
an evangelist, God gave us a new one 
every service. Thirty-six received the 
Holy Ghost. Our Overseer, Brother E: 
W. Williams, and Brother F. M. Wal- 
dron made us a visit and liked our 
work so much that when they return. 
ed home they began the good work 
too. Later Brother B. L. Hicks came 
to hold us a revival and he took: no- 
tice of our work and became s0 en- 
thused about it after investigating our 
plans he organized the ladies of his 
church and their work is still pro: 
pressing. We have most all the churcli- 
es in the state organized and mest of 
them are doing a good work. Some 
have purchased parsonages, finished’ 
church buildings, put down deep) 
wells, bought furniture and other 
things. 

We never had said very much: about 
our work publicly until the camp 
meeting last summer. The Overseer: 
gave us a few minutes to give an out 
line of it. Several responded: Among: 
the number were two pastors:. Each: 
told how they appreciated it and’ the 
good that was being accomplished’ by: 
it. All present seemed to enjoy it, from 
the General Overseer to: thie laity.

are spiritually discerned,” 1 Cor. 2:14. 
It is ever to be remembered that the 
teachings of the Scriptures can only 
be grasped and understood as the 
Holy Ghost gives illumination and 
enlightenment. Spiritual things aren’t 
mentally or intellectually discerned 
but they are spiritually discerned. 
Spiritual discernment is a discernment 
which comes by energy and enlighten- 
ment of the Holy Ghost and which is 
therefore a spiritual understanding of 
the things of God.

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THE EVIL DAY 
— B.T. 8. — 

For my first time to write to the 
Evangel_after being impressed by the 
Spirit, I wish to introduce a_ text 
found in Eph. 6:13. “Wherefore take 
unto you the whole armour of God, 
that ye may be able to withstand in 
the evil day.” 

First, let us notice the “evil day” 
for a brief interval. This DOES NOT 
mean a single day, but has reference 
to that distinct period of time into 
which we are now merging. In the 
third chapter of Paul’s second letter 
to Timothy the apostle gives a clearer 
vision of this day. “This know also, 
that in the last days perilous times 
shall come,’ which means times of 
hardship, strife, danger. 

From the present day depression, 
the lull in the stock market, and gen- 
eral destitute circumstances, it is 
obvious that the crisis ahead is the 
catastrophe to which Paul referred. 
Millions of unemployed, seeking a 
means of livelihood but finding none, 
and a general chaotic unrest among 
the peoples everywhere only strength- 
en and illustrate more thoroughly 
this point. There is within each 
class of people today that impending 
instinct that something which will 
change the whole course of present 
day life is just ahead. 

Just how near it is or just the na- 
ture of the thing cannot be explained; 
nevertheless, a sense of that awe-in- 
spiring object grips and predominates 
each individual today. The world in 
general, expecting a crisis, stands 
back and wonders what the outcome 
will be. 

At this time, for the reader’s bene 
fit, we refer to Matt. 16:3, Jesus, in 
speaking to the Pharisees and Sad- 
ducees, said, “Ye can discern the face 
of the sky; but can ye not discern the 
signs of the times?” 

Thinking to settle the matter by 
political adjustments, would-be exec- 
utives enter voraciously into the 
thing, explaining as the cause either 
directly or indirectly the lack of exec- 
utive leadership. But is this respon- 
sible? No! Oh friends, man, wise in 
his own conceits, whose judgment has 
directed the progress and activities of 
the world financially and industrially, 
discovers that his intellect has reach- 
ed its zenith when confronted with 
the divinely purported schemes of the 
Creator. Drunken, paralyzed with the 
things of this world, he cannot real- 
ize the evil day is here. It has come 
upon him unawares, 

Mark says, 8th chapter, 16th verse, 
“Having eyes, see ye not? and having 
ears, hear ye not?” Oh friends, how 
sadly the world needs to shed the 
scales from its eyes and see. And hav- 
ing eyes, need it not hear the voice 
of the Almighty ringing down thru 
the ages given by His divine gospel? 
which said, “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlast- 
ing life.” And hearing this, need it 
not heed and make ready to be count- 
ed worthy on the notable day of His 
second coming? 

The so-called Christian world in a 
vain effort to be optimistic, if it be 
necessary to disregard the Word in 
order to do so, confidentially an- 
nounces that “better times are ahead.” 
The ministers, for personal gain, give 
their assistance, deceiving the people 
and themselves; or as Paul said, Evil 
men and seducers shall wax worse 
and worse, deceiving and being de 
ceived. 

Isaiah also said in 56:10, “His 
watchmen are blind: they are all ig- 
norant, they are all dumb dogs, they 
cannot bark; sleeping, lying down, 
loving to slumber.”
